48. The method of claim 40, wherein: 

the generating means includes means for specifying a user name in the 
alarm notification and the application which receives the alarm notification 
includes means to notify a user having the specified user name. 

49. The method of claim 40, wherein: 

the assigning means includes means for scheduling the means for applying 
to occur at a specified time. 




REMARKS 

Applicants note with appreciation the examiner's indication that claims 3-4 
and 10 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. In response thereto, 
applicants have amended the claims consistent with the indicated allowable subject 
matter, and with certain minor amendments for consistency, as follows: 

(a) amended claims 1-15 are based on amended independent method claim 1, 
which includes the limitations of prior claim 3; 

(b) amended and new claims 16-25 are based on amended independent 
apparatus claim 16, which includes the allowable subject matter of claim 3; 

(c) new claims 26-39 are based on new independent method claim 26, which 
includes the allowable subject matter of prior claim 10; 

(d) new claims 40-49 are based on new independent apparatus claim 40, 
which includes the allowable subject matter of prior claim 10.
